The strike vote taken by the north and 
west side street car men resulted in a prac- 
tically unenimoue vote in favor of a walk- 
out. The balloting, which closed at 4 o'clock 


men’s union in Chicago. Approximately 4,500 
members of division No. 241, embracing the 
men employed on the north and west side 
street car lines, voted. Of that number 
fewer than 200 votes were cast againet a 
strike, 

The matter now goes to a meeting of the 
union for further action. Whether a special 
meeting is to be called will be decided today 
by President John H. Larkin of division No. 
241. At thet meeting the exact result of the 
balloting will be announced and the question 
of an actual walkout decided. It is probable 
that before a strike actually is called a com- 
mittee will be appointed to seek a conference 
with President John M. Roach of the Chi- 
cago Railways company, 

Officials of the union, however, and the 
men themselves are determined on quick ac- 
tion. They declare they want the question 
of “closed” or open shop” settled once 
for all on the north and west sidelines. That 
ie the point around which the entire difficulty 
revolves, 


Leave Union; Trouble Follows, 
Nineteen members resigned from the union 
sevéral months ago and since then have re- 
fused to pay dues: Repeated conferences 


between the union committee and President 3 


Roach have been held in regard to the mat -

ter, but all negotiations failed to reach a 


settlement. President Roach took the post- 
tion that he could not force dissatisfied mem- 
bers back into the union. The officers of the 
union answered that nonunion men could 
not retain their positions on the lines, ac- 
cording to the agreement between the com- 
pany and the union.

Such a course would bring about a repeti- 
tion of the riotous street scenes witnessed in 
Chieago during the street car men's strike 
on the lines of the Chicago City railway 
company in the fall of 1902. 


1 Still Used. 


In spite threats made by a few tunnel 
„Strikers that the tunnel employés’ strike 
would grow to large proportions during the 
day, it didn't grow to such a size that either 
the tunnel company or the postoffice — 
could notice it. 

Tunnel men asserted there were 8 200 
men out on strike, and they predicted the 
bores would be tied up completely this morn- 
ing. General Manager W. J. C. Kenyon of 
the Illinois Tunnel company said a normal 
force of men was at work in both the day and 
night shifts and that every train was running 
on schedule time. 

„There is no strike," said Mr. Kenyon. “A 
few men have quit the service, but that 
doesn’t make a strike. We have a full force 
of men at work and there is no trouble of any 
sort. 

A meeting of tunnel strikers was heid in 
the evening at 10 South Clark street, wit 
an attendance of 178 members of the union. 
Steps were taken toward opening negotia- 
tions with the company for a settlement by 
the appointment of W. W. Clark, a news- 
paper man, as mediator for the union. 

It was reported at the meeting that thirty 
men had quit work after 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon and that the service was crippied. 

Some of the strikers said the tunnel 
company had missed fifteen mail train con- 
nections. during the day, and that a forfeit 
of $2 apiece would have to be paid on twenty- 
seven mail pouches which the company failed 
to deliver on time. 

The mails have not been delayed,“ said 
Night Supt. MeGrew of the postoffice. “If 
there had been any trouble with the delivery 
of mail we would have been the first to com- 
plain. The tunnel mail service has been as 
prompt today as it ever was.” 


Work Under Police Protection. 

The R. F. Conway company, paving eon 
tractors, will begin work today under po- 
lice protection. Work will be taken up on 
contracts at Milwatkee and Ashland avenues 
and at Belmont and Lincoln avenues. A 
number of other paving contractors with 
strikes on their hands alse are expected to 
begin work this morning.

The new association will be, In effect, the 
joining together of the local organizations 


which have been formed im Various parte of 


the country. The executive officers of the 
local clubs will. meet here to perfect the 
national organization. 
Brewers Withheld Selves Long. 

These allied tradesmen, especially the 
dealers in hops and malt, have tried for some 
years to persuade the brewers to organise 
all the allied. tradee to aid in the war on 
prohibition, but the brewers threw cold wa- 
ter on the proposition, being timid about 


inviting the more numerous supply men to 


join their own ranks. 

While the brewers held aloof, however, 
the maltaters formed an association of their 
own under the title of the United States 
Maitsters’ association, and the hop growers 
in the more important producing centers 
have done the same. At Chicago th mer- 
chants and manufacturers formed an inde- 
pendent club, which includes all firms that 
do business with the breweries. 

As an outcome of these spontaneous move- 
ments in various parts of the country the 
leaders of the allied trades concluded to 
organize a national allied trades movement 
on à practioal basis. At the suggestion of 
these men the United States Brewing asso- 
ciation’s organization department sent a let- 
ter to the brewers asking for the names of 
all persons with whom they did business. 
The responses proved unexpectedly large, 
and there is now a list comprising 60,000 
names. 


Thirty Clubs Alréady Formed. 

At all the principal brewing points local 
and state manufacturers’ and dealers’ clubs 
are being formed, there now being about 
thirty of these organizations. They have 
all taken an enthusiastic interest in the cam- 
paign against prohibition and local option. 
The success of these local clubs, however, 
has brought the necessity for a nationai 
Organization more clearly into view than 
ever as a means for codrdinating the work 
of the local associations. 

The sixty thousand prospective members 
of the national association do not include 
the farmers, and it is expected that these 
and other additions will make the member- 
ship 100,000 by the time the new organiza- 
tion is ready to be launched, The main sig- 
nificance of this movement lies in the fact 
that it was started entirely independent of 
the breweries.

Vivirito and Mosotto were both subpoenaed 
to appear in court today and testify against 
Haricin and his son.

The first one, re¢eived on April 29, the day 
after the fire which destroyed the Gunness 
home, was from Carl Peterson, Waupaca, 
Wis., who already has given public expres- 
gion to his gratitude for a timely escape from 
her clutches. , 

The other was from a man hitherto unmen- 
tioned in the chronicles of the oft betrothed 
Norwegian woman. It came to Laporte five 
days after she is supposed to have been 
burned to death and was signed, as nearly as 
the signature could be deciphered, by J. T. 
Queelleay, Riair, Trempeleau 2 Wis. 
It showed t the courtship by mail was in 
its incipient stages and that the writer was 
hopeful of adding the widow's little fortune 
to his worldly wealth. 


Box May Hold Victim. 


Casual questioning among the visitors to 
the farm during the afternoon revealed at 
least three persons who were able to give 
some assistance to the men investigating 
th: widow's history. 

The “tip” regarded as of the most im- 
portaree was given by Frank Lapham, 4 
young man whose home until about two years 
ago was upon one of the farms adjoining 
that of Mrs. Gunness. 

He declared that a wooden box from which 
passersby had noticed foul odors floated 
Bie been dumped from the latter place into 
the shallow waters of Fishtrap lake about 
two years ago. He thought that it stil, 
was in the same place, and a deputy sheriff 
wii he sent with him to .inquire into its 
contents, if it can be found 

Sheriff Smutzer states this evening that all 
will be ready in the morning for the opera- 
tions of Louis Scholtz. the mining expert, 
who is to have charge of the washing of 
the ashes left in the ruins of the house in 
search of traces of the $300 worth of gold 
which ornamented Mrs. Gunness teeth. 


Will Hunt Other Graves. 
In addition to this method of investigation, 
the sheriff said, more explorative digging may 
be carried into such sections of the farm that 
have not been touched hitherto. The serv- 


ices of an assayer may be required if gold is’ 


found and it becomes doubtful if it is dental 
gold from Mrs. Gunness’ teeth. 

Sheriff Smutser has been informed that 
about three years ago Mrs. Gunness, for no 
apparent purpose, had her barn moved about 
6 feet back. It is suspected that bodies were 
buried beneath it, and that the work was 
done to hide the graves. This is one of the 
theories of the many remaining to be inves- 
tigated. 

Mayor Lemuel Darrow, a law partner of 
H. W. Worden, who is defending Ray Lam- 
phere, said today that the defense will start 
an investigation of.the Pine Lake cemetery, 
an old burial ground about a mile from the 
Gunness farm. 

It is the theory of the defense that Mrs. 
Gunness killed her children, placed the body 
of a large woman near them, set fire to the 
house to cover up her crime, and then fled. 
if it is discovered that any of the graves in 
Pine Lake cemetery have been disturbed re- 
cently Mayor Darrow thinks that this theory 
will be more or less substantiated. 


RAY LAMPHERE A BIGAMIST? 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 10—[Special.}]—Ray 
egg + Bo Mrs. Bella G@unness’ farmhand, 
is a bigamist several times over, according 
to George H. Roman, a real estate agent in 
this city, but formerly a detective. Lam- 
phere formerly lived in Allegheny, but left 
when a woman he married there discovered 
he had wives elsewhere. 


SEARCH FOR AUSTIN VICTIMS. 


Digging at Mrs. Gunness’ Former Resi- 
dence in Alma Street May Be 
Begun by Police Today. 


Chicago officials today probably will begin 
Gigging in and about the premises at 620 
Alma street, former home of Mrs. Gunness, 
in search of supposed victims. 

_ Assistant Chief Schuettler and Coroner 
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Hoffman will talk the matter over at 10 
o'clock this morning and decide just how far 
they ought to go. In several of the twenty- 
six anonymous letters which Schuettler has 
received he is urged to excavate at the other 
houses the woman occupied in Chicago. 

J. Nellis, owner of the Alma street prop- 
erty, says fe will permit the police to make 
the excavations provided they put everything 
back as they find it. Coroner Hoffman prom- 
ises to meet half the cost from his funds, and 
the police will provide the rest. Persona! 
friends and strangers still continue to give 
tips to Schuettler regarding Mrs. Gunness, 
and his office telephones are kept busy. 

John R. Larson, 992 Francisco avenue, 
nephew of Mrs. Gunness, is positive that she 
perished in the ruins at Laporte. 

My aunt was bad enough, and we are 
not trying to shield her, but I think they are 
accusing her of a little too much, said Lar- 
son. I went to Laporte with my sister, 
Bertha, and my mother for the purpose of 
identifying the corpse. On the way we met 
an old friend who knew my aunt well, andas 
soon as she said there was a big scar across 
the chest of the corpse we concluded there 
was no doubt about the identification. 

“We all knew of that scar, and so did the 
people whose children she nursed. I think 
that tellow Lamphere is more to blame than 
my aunt, and I believe<he alone can explain 
how Mrs. Gunness and the children met 
death. 

Something may result from the investiga - 
tions by postoffice officials. Postoffice In- 
spector Fletcher is back from Laporte with 
an intercepted letter from Mrs. Gunness to 
a Chicago man, and the Cincinnati depart- 
ment has one directed to a man of that city. 
They are said to be answers to letters she 
received through her advertisements for a 
husband. 

Relatives of Mrs. Gunness, interested in 
her estate, have planned to prove that she is 
dead beyond doubt. She carried no life in- 
surance, but left an estate supposed to be 
worth $15,000. 

The story that Bdward Canary, 19 years 
old, met death on the farm of Mrs. Gunness. 
is not bearing up well. Levi T. Regan, princi- 
pal of the Sherman school, residing at 609 
West Sixty-sixth street, is a cousin of 
Canary, who mysteriously disappeared two 


years ago. 


“ While we have not heard from Edward 
for two years, it hardly seems possible that 
he became a victim of Mrs. Gunness, said 
Prof. Regan. Edward worked for Herman 
Biejen, a farmer near the Gunness piace. and 
left for parts unknown after a disagreement 
with Biejen. Edward’s mother has an idea 
Mrs. Gunness could account for him, but 
I take a different view of the matter, and 
would not be surprised to hear that he is 
alive.

b BODY; SRB MEV MYSTERY 


Cemetery Laborers Uncover Girl's 
Corpse at Lake Station, Ind. 
SEEK FOR CLEWS TO MURDER 


Police Believe Burial Was Secret and 
Without Authority. 5 


Disclosures of three murder mysteries 
within the last two weeks have startled the 
little hamlet of Lake Station, just east of 
Gary, Ind., into wild excitement. Timid 
women and men are afraid to venture unac- 
companied in lonely places at night. 

A young woman of about 25 years, 5 feet 6 
inches in height, furnishes the latest sub- 
ject for investigation. Her body was dug 
from an improvised grave in an abandoned 
part of Lake cemetery. The corpse is now 
held in a vault in the hope that some one 
may yet be able to identify it, though all 
who viewed the body yesterday said she is a 
stranger in that neighborhood. 

No one has been found to give any clew as 
to how or when her body was buried there. 
The entire cemetery is inclosed with fences 
and the gates are kept locked. ‘rhe pre- 
sumption is that she was taken to the rear 
part of the cemetery in a vehicle and that 
one of the persons in the supposed plot passed 
the body over the fénce to an accomplice on 
the inside, and.a hole was hurriedly dug 
and the body concealed. 


No Marks on Body. 

The officials have found no outward evi- 
dences of foul Ses but the circumstances 
seem convincing. he body was never em- 
balmed, there was no sign of coffin or rough 
box, and the body wasclad in ordinary street 
wearing apparel of white waist and gray 
skirt. It must have been buried within the 
last two years. 

The body is in a fairly good state of preser- 
vation, and it is believed the features would 
be readily recognized iby any one who knew 
her. She had heavy auburn hair, wore a 
pearl necklace about her neck, a gold brace- 
let on her right wrist, and a rosary and cross 
were found lying upon her breast. 

The discovery was made Saturday morning 
when Samuel Aker, sexton at the cemetery, 
and David McMichael, a gravedigger, were 
preparing for the interment of Joseph Schnei- 
der, whose body was found in the Calumet 
river, near Miller's station. The corpse of 
Schneider's father, Philip Sehneider, former- 
ly occupied that grave, but two years ago 
that part of the cemetery began filling up 
with water and Schneider’s body, together 
with all others in that part of the cemetery, 
were removed to dry graves. 

Lately the space in the dry part has been 
used up so rapidly that it was decided that 
all persons owning ground in the abandoned 
part should” use it for new greves: The 
‘Schneider family never gave any one permis- 
sion to use that grave, and the cemetery rec- 
ords show the place marked vacant.” 

Hunt for Clews. 

After the first excitement over the discov- 
ery: old residents recalled that previous to 
five years ago there was no fenceat that end 
of the cemetery and that a wagon road ran 
through it from the river.. The suggestion 
was that some one, too poor to buy a grave, 
merely took possession. The fallacy of this 
theory was shown by the cemetery’s map and 
the survey of the land in possession of Philip 
Schneider Jr. 

All those directly concerned are sure be- 
yond doubt that it is the identical spot where 
the elder Schneider's body formerly lay. The 
good clothes on the corpse do not indicate 
that the woman was in poor circumstances; 
the absence of coffin and rough box, the un- 
marked grave itself, and the fact that there 
was no funeral unaccounted for . convinces 
Town Marshal Klots, Coroner E. M. Shank- 
lin, and the cemetery officials that the plot- 
ters had hoped to keep the grave secret. The

“The Tribune” Urges Action. 

Believing that the time had come when all

Sent Letters to Congressmen. 

To assist in obtaining harmonious action

RESUME INQUIRY TODAY. 


Return to Washington Will Be 
Followed by Further Hear- 
ings in the Case. 


Corinth, N. Y., May 10.—After an entire day 
and night spent at the Hudson River mill of 
the International Paper company the con- 
gressional committee left this afternoon for 
Washington, where tomorrow it will resume 
hearings. The representatives spent all their 
time in learning the process of paper manu- 
facture at first hand and in ascertaining 
from the employés of the mille the ratio of. 
wage increase-in the last ten years. 

Most of the committee's work was entirely 
informal, and it was only at a short hearing 
that any sworn testimony was taken. 


Mann Silent About Trip. 


Representative James R. Mann of Illinois, 
the chairman the committee, would make 
no comment on the result of the visit. He 
stated that the committee had no yet decided 
if it would visit any other of the mills of the 
International Paper company and had fixed 
no time for the completion of the investiga- 
tion. 

In their trip through the mill the repre- 
sentatives were accompanied by Warren Cur- 
tis of New York, a director of the company; 
C. W. Lyman of New York, assistant*to the 
president of the company; and W. A. Whit- 
comb of New York, manager of the manufac- 
turing department. 

The committee was informed by those offl- 
cials that the company’s investment at the 
Hudson river mill is between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000, and that the percentage of wage 
increase during the last ten years has been 
between 66 1-3 and 75 per cent. 

The working force at the Hudson river 
mill is divided into nineteen main divisions 
of laborers, and these are further subdi- 
vided into nearly one hundred others, with 
an individual wage scale for each class of 
workmen, 


Say Wages Are Larger. 


The heads of several of these pections were 
sworn as to their present wages and those 
they received for the same class of labor ten 
years ago. With no exceptions the testimony 
of the witnesses was to the effect, that their 
wages now were slightly larger than ten 
years ago, and that their time of labor 
per week had been shortened from sixty-five 
and sixty-six hours per week to forty-eight. 
All of the employés who work under the 
hour system. comprising half of the force, 
testified to this effect. The other employés 
testified to an increase relatively the same. 

Charles W. Walker, superintendent of the 
Hudson river mill, stated in his testimony 
that he had been superintendent of the 
Brompton mill in Canada and that, in his 
opinion, common mill laborers tn Canada re- 
ceived 15 cents per hour as against 16% cents 
for, American laborers. 

Tells Conditions in Canada. 

He said that skilled employés in the Cana- 
dian mills had to be imported into Canada 
from the United States, and declared that 
the wages paid those skilled employés was 
equal to those paid for a similar grade of 
work in the United States. 

He also testified that 90 per cent of the 
pulp wood used in the Hudson river mills 
comes from Canada. The present force of 
the Hudson river mills is 675 men. he said, 
and the capacity of the plant is 240 tons per 


‘day, the greatest in the United States. 


Supt. Walker was directed to prepare a 
table showing the wages per week paid at the 
Hudson river mill in 1898, 1902, and at the 
present time. This will be used by the com- 
mittee in rendering its decision.

Behind the captain fol- 
lewed six men carrying a coffin on which 
was a large silver plate, and the whole 
scene carried one back to the funeral pro- 
eessions of medieval Gays. A vast crowd 
‘followed to the barracks out of curiosity 
ard many more remained on the street than 
could find place inside the hall. 

Salvation army members wore.emblems of 
mourning and groaned as if they had lost 
their dearest friend by death. The whole 
performance was mournful, impressive, and 
even sad. The only jubilant member of tue 
party appeared to be the representative of 
the corpse, for he had accomplished what 
he started out to do—attract attention to 
the cause he represents.

| THE LOOP. ; 

It is to be hoped that the attempt now 
being made to bring about a consolidation 
of the elevated roads will be successful, 
and that speedily. It will be much easier 
for the city to get something done about 
the loop if it shall have only one set of 
officials to deal with instead of several 
with conflicting interests. Some of the 
changes in methods of operation which 
the city desires would come of themselves 
if the roads were consolidated. Thus far 
it has been impossible to secure them be- 
cause one road has always played the 
part of the off ox. 

Last week the council committee on 

local transportation had a conference with 
representatives of the elevated roads. 
The latter averred their willingness to 
codperate with the city in securing better 
conditions on the loop: The assurances 
would be more pleasing if there were a 
certainty that something would come of 
them. Unhappily there is not. All that 
Was accomplished was to arrange for a 
conference between the engineers of the 
roads aud Mr. Weston of the board of 
supervising engineers to discuss the recom- 
mendations made in his report and pass 
on their feasibility. 
The committee on local transportation 
will have to await the result of this new 
conference. If it shall come to naught, 
and if the new move for the consolidation 
of the roads shall be as -unproductive of 
results as past attempts, there will be 
nothing left for the committee but to act. 
Tigcould keep on haying conferences. The 
officers of the roads are always as willing 
to talk matters over as they are unwill 
ing to do anything, But there have been 
several years of fruitless conferences and 
it is time for action. 3 

The right of the loop to exist is ques- 
tioned in a bill now in the courts, The 
Joop, already overcrowded, will be more 
crewded when the Evanston line of the 
Northwestern elevdted shall have been 
opened. If nothing is done this summer 
conditions’ on the loop when winter comes 
will be unbearable. It will become a 
dangerous nuisance, It is the duty of the 
elevated roads to give good service and 

enough of it. If there shall be a persist- 
ent failure to do so a way to bring them 
to terms can be found. 


' RED TAPE AND PUBLIC SERVICE. 
The central problem of civil service is 
to establish the certainty and definiteness 
which protects the service from the in- 
vasions of political interest without too 
_ greatly restricting the proper freedom and 
elasticity which makes for rea! efficiency. 
It is inevitable that every attempt to 
vest in officials some degree of discretion 
in choice should be open to and should 
suffer suspicion. It is proper, indeed, that 
every such attempt should be keenly 
ecrutinized. It is advisable that it should 
mot be made save in cases of plain need. 
Nevertheless, if the merit system is not 
to fall by the weight of its uncorrected 
defects this problem of discretion must be 
honestly met. To its working out the 
first step is undoubtedly a movement for 


simplification of methods and a broaden- 
ing of the principles upon which tests are 


made. This movement is now the con- 
ern of the National Assembly of Civil 
Merrice Commissions, which is now hold- 


= ing its annual conference in Chicago.

The problem of red tape involves, how- 
ever, not only methods of examina- 
tion, the terms of entrance into the public 
service, and the, conditions of removal 
but it also involves the larger problem of 
red tape in public administration. Per- 
haps this is deemed by the national as- 
sembly without their immediate concern, 
and yet the ultimate efficiency of the 
merit system is inevitably bound up with 
the problem of efficiency in public admin- 
istration. Certainly wherever a blow can 
be struck for economy, business system, 
and the allied merits of public service, it 
is the duty of friends of civil service re- 
form to strike promptly and with all their 
might. 


ASYLUM LEGISLATION. 

Is it asking too much of the Illinois 
legislature to request that it recognize the 
needs of the state charitable institutions 
as worthy of more than casual attention? 
Few citizens of the state at all acquainted 
with the present asylum system will deny 
that it can’ be improved greatly. If the 
house of représentatives considers this 
the proper time at which to attempt the 
improvement there will be few to enter 
objections. There will be a general in- 
dorsement of a plan of action which looks 
to the bettering of the institutions, but 
there will be many to object to precipitate, 
undeliberate action. The subject is too 
important to be made a political question. 
It is too important to be involved in the 
complications resulting from the opposition 
of one faction of a party to another fac- 
tion. It is too important to be solved by 
cramming an undigested law through the 
legislative processes which are devised to 
procure deliberate action. 

When the house of representatives set 
itself to the task of putting the reorgani- 
zation bill through in three legislative 
days with even less deliberation than 
usually given a measure of minor im- 
portance it gpnvicted itself of an im- 
propriety. It gave the senate the only 
possible excuse which the latter could 
have for refusing to give consideration to 
the proposed reorganization. 

It should be apparent to the members 
of both houses that the asylums of the 
state are not proper subjects for petty 
maneuvering. It may be that the Shurt- 
leff bill, which combines features of the 
New York and the lowa institution laws, 
proposes the act which this state should 
have. The member who assembled its 
parts from the laws of two other states 
and the members who passed it in the 
house do not know that it is, and no one 
else in the state knows it, and no effort 
has been made to find ont whether or not 
it is. 

What the house has done it has done. 
Its methods will not meet the approval 
of any one who wishes to consider the 
legislature a deliberative body, but the 
work is done. The. senate is responsible 
now for further action which may be 
taken on the reorganization measure. The 
upper branch of the ‘egislature has de. 
clared its conviction that the time is not 
a proper one for the consideration of Jegis- 
lation of this importance and has ap- 
pointed a committee to report to the next 
general assembly. eee 

It would be better for theastate that this 
delay should occur than that it should be 
given a law as little considered as the 


is satisfactory. If the legislature has any 
desire to do the right thing, let it. buckle 
down to work and produce a law which k 
has reason to believe meets the need as it 
should be met. The senate is shirking a 
plain duty and cannot excuse itself. The 
general assembly has several months of 
life which could be profitably devoted to 
this subject. Senators and representatives 
should go back to Springfield. 


PANIC SUICIDES. 


Since the panic in Wall street last Octo- 
ber twenty-eight suicides have taken place 
which have been caused directly or indi- 
rectly by it. Even now, six months after 
that panirc, suicides are recorded, one 
of the last being that of Charles Custer, 
the New York broker, who, a few days 
ago, after vainly striving to retrieve 
losses amounting to a million and a half 
dollars by opetations of a purely gambling- 
character, at last gave up the hopeless 
game and shot himself. Among these 
men who took their own lives because of 
ruinous finance are five prominent brokers, 
five bank cashiers, and seven bank presi- 
dents, showing that some bankers had 
imperiled their legitimate. business and the 
money intrusted to them by others by 
illegitimate dealings in stocks or inviest- 
ment in risky projects. 

It is a curious feature of this sad record 
that so many bank officials should have 
been urged to death, the victims of their 
own folly and dishonesty. But they are 
not the only ones. The total list of those 
who have committed suicide since the 
Ist of January because of businese mis- 
fortunes of various kinds is sixty-seven, 
and some of these cases also probably 
were due to the October panic. How 
many more will appear in the records time“ 
will show. The significant feature of it 
all is the rapid increase of this class of 
suicides. During the last twenty years 
the number has been small, but during the 
last two years it has grown with surpris- 
ing rapidity. This may be due in part 
possibly to the general Increase of sui- 
cides all over the country, for they are 
now increasing much faster than homi- 
cides. It may be due in part also to the 
increased social strain and competition 
and the mania to get riches measured by 
millions, for hundreds of thousands are 
hardly considered as constituting wealth. 
But in the majority of these cases and in 
all the cases where brokers and bank offi- 
cials have been concerned it was the in- 
evitable exposure of dishonesty and ille 
gitimate practices which could be con- 
cealed no longer and which threatened the 
penitentiary and public disgrace. 

The infrequency of suicide in past years 
because of business losses was probably 
due to the fact that the losses were the 
result of misfortune or of causes that 
could not be helped, and aroused sym- 
pathy instead of odium, 


AUTHORITY OVER PUPILS. 

The Supreme court of Wisconsin has 
just made an important decision of great 
interest to teachers and boards of edu- 
eation.

The case arose in the high school at 
St. Crofx Falls. Two girls, daughters of 
a leading citizen, being offended at the 
strict discipline of the principal, wrote a 
poem, “ Rules of St. Croix Jail,” which 
was printed in a local paper. The facul- 
ty demanded an apology before the schoo! 
as the alternative of expulsion. When 
the pupils declined to apologize or to pay 
a small fine assessed under the school 
rules they were expelled. The board of 
education sustained the faculty action. 
The appeal t6 the courts has been decided. 
as above indicated. 

The principle has wide application. If 
it should be adopted in other states it 
would settle many disputed points. Just 
where the authority of the parent ends 
and that of the teacher begins has long 
been uncertain. Where there has been no 
cobperation of parent and teacher much 
dificulty-has arisen. It has been a safe 
retreat for many an unruly pupil that the 
offense charged against him was commit- 
ted outside of the schoolyard and after 
school hours. : 

The matter was brought to attention in 
the recent fight in Chicago against the 
high school fraternities. The boys who 
used their frathouse as a place for 
gambling, boisterousness, or other repre- 
hensible conduct. were outspoken in their 
declaration that the school authorities 
had no jurisdiction. Yet the evidence 
was overwhelming against these societies 
as destructive’ to the effective discipline 
of the school. 

The decision has weight as coming 
from the highest legal authority of a 
state. It is revolutionary in its nature. 
But it will commend itself to the great 
majority as the proper attitude toward a 
matter which has long been a disputed 
point in educational circles. 


THE ARMY OF MISSING. 

Three lists of names used to greet the 
anxjous folks at home when they looked 
at the paper after a battle in the civil 
war time. Those which gave the dead“ 
and the wounded told their own story. 
In the column. of the “missing” life’s 
tragedies found expression. Hope and 
despair fought for mastery. Perhaps the 
soldier had been taken prisoner and was 
on his’ way to Andersonville or Libby. 
Perhaps he had been wounded on the edge 
of the battlefield and had been over- 
looked and left to suffer alone. Perhaps 
he had been assigned to a special service 


place. Perhaps his fate never would be 
known. The records of war are full of 
the tragedies of the missing.“ 

It is evident that peaceful times. are 
marked by similar anxieties and mysteries. 
The army of the missing is a large 
one. When lake or river gives up a body 
the morgue is visited by many who seek 
to identify the dead. Now and then a 
friend is recognized. More often the eager 
searcher turns away unsatisfied.

name of the Order of St. Th 
Aquino and is destined to reward serv- 
ices of à literary character to the Catholic 
church and to perpetuate the memory of St. 
Thomas Aquinas, whom, Leo XIII. in his 
encyclical letter of August, 1874, declared to 
have furnished by his teachings of philoso- 
phy and theology the foundations of all 
scientific studies of Catholic christendom. 

The Order of St. Cecilia, revived by Pius 
X., was first created in November, 1847, by 
Pius IX. for rewarding services of a musical 
character, and its first knights were the offi- 
cers of the ancient Society of St. Cecilia, 
founded by the great composer Palestrino in 
the middle of the sixteenth century. The 
other order revived by the pope was known 
as that of the Moor, founded in September, 
1806, by Pius VII., and, as in former times, is 
to be used for the purpose of honoring great 
painters and sculptors. 

There are at the present moment in addi- 
tion to these three orders five others in the 
gift of the pontiff.. The chief of them all is 
the Order of Christ, founded in 1318 by King 
Denis of Portugal and confirmed in 1320 by 
Pope John XXII., who reserved to the pon- 
tiffs the right.of conferring its grand cross 
upon persons of high rank. The pope be- 
stows it upon royab personages and great no- 
bles of the Catholic faith, and, unless I am 
much mistaken, the late Prince Bismarck 
was the only.non-Catholic statesman ever to 
have received the distinction. 

— 


Then next in rank comes the Order of Pius 
IX., founded by the late pope in 1847; then 
the Order of St. Gregory the Great, founded 
by Pope Gregory XVI. in 1831 and of which 
there are four classes. It is this order with 
which a number of American citizens con- 
spicuous for their services to the Catholic 
church have been decorated. Then there is 
the Order of St. Sylvester, while of late the 
pope has likewise assumed for himself the 
prerogative of conferring the highest class 
of the Order of the Holy Sepulcher, formerly 
in the gift of the Latin patriarch of Jerusa- 
lem and founded at the time of the crusades. 

Americans visiting Rome, by the bye, will 
find a great change In the appearance of the 
famous castle of St. Angelo, the history of 
which dates back to the second century of 
the Christian era to the reign of Emperor 
Hadrian. For. the bastion constructed in 
1641 by Pope Urban VIII. is being torndown 
by the municipality of the Eternal city in 
order to admit of the doubling of the road- 
way along.the right bank of the Tiber, where 
traffic, save on the days of some great ſes- 
tivity at St. Peter’s, is extremely small.

ngland's foreign office has issued a not- 
fication which the state department at Wash- 
ington will do well to copy, and which is to 
the effect that the British government will 
in future decline to pay ransom for any sub- 
jects of King Edward who have been cap- 
tured by brigands, either in Morocco or in 
any other lawless and more or less barbar- 
ous countries. 
"This is a new but yet an extremely sen- 
sible departure. Until now as often as Eng- 
lishmen have been captured by bandits when 
picnicking on the plains of Marathon or 
while engaged in shootifig expeditions in the 
interior of Albania and other portions of 
Turkey, in hunting trips in Morocco, or in 
geographical explorations or missionary 
work in China and other parts of Asia and 
Africa, the British government always has 
been required to pay the ransom on the risky 
chance of recovering the amount from the 


has taken place. 

Im many cases the treasury has been unsuc- 
cessful in getting back the money in this 
fashion, which has, therefore, come out of 
the pocket of the British taxpayers. Now, 
there is no earthly reason why the taxpayers 
who stay at home should be called upon to 
pay ransom for some compatriot who for his 
own amusement, for his own profit, or 
through some mistaken sense of self-ascribed 
duty enters of his own accord a country in- 
fested by brigands. If he chooses to run the 
risk of capture by bandits, a risk of which he 
is perfectly well aware, he should accept the 
consequences. Moreover, as fong as it is 
known that the British government under- 
takes to ransom any of its subjects who hap- 
pen to be captured by foreign brigands, the 
latter have a potent inducement to kidnap 
and hold for ransom lieges of King Edward. 

In fact, there would be much less of this 
kidnaping of Englishmen and Americans by 
brigands if it were generally known that 
their respective governments would under no 
circumstances furnish the ransom, and in 
proof of this I need only point out that one 
never hears of any Itallan or Greek, Span- 
lard, or Portuguese being captured by Turk- 
ish or Moorish bandits, who know too well 
that it would be hopeless to expect anything 
in the shape of ransom from the govern- 
ments to which their prisoners are subject. 
England has not enly spent large sums of 
money in ransoms to bandits but hae even 
embarked in wars in order to secure the lib- 
eration of British citizens, a notable case in 
point being the Abyssinian campaign, which 
cost millions of money. 1 

Winston Churchill, in his capacity as newly 
appointed minister. of commerce and labor 
in the Asqu'th cabinet, has just made public 
the report of the careful investigation by -his 
department into the terrible railroad acci- 
dent at Shrewsbury in October last, in which 
so many American lives were lost. It shows 
that the catastrophe was due to the engine 
Grivéer, Martin, a perfectly sober, healthy, 
and careful man, having fallen if not fast 
asleep at any rate into a doze at his post, 
which prevented him from seeing the signals 
set against him. The English papers treat 
this overwhelming sense of drowsiness by 
which the engine driver was overtaken, with 
such ‘fatal results, as something altogether 
unt@ual. d 

History, however, furnishes a number of 
s{milar instances. Thus Lord Wolseley is the 
authority for the story that his comrade and 
friend, Gen. Sir Pomeroy Colley, one of the 
most brillant officers of the English army, 
who commanded the British forces in South 
Africa at the time of the crushing defeat at 
Majuba hill, was in the habit of being over- 
come at odd and most inconvenient moments 
with an invincible and altogether unconquer- 
able desire to sleep. 

These fits would come upon Sir Pomeroy 
without warning, and the efforts which he 
would then make to combat this almost in- 
sane desire to sleep would reduce him to a 
sort of mental stupor, from which it was im- 
possible to arouse him, no matter what 
means were adopted for the purpose. Lord 
Wolseley is convinced that Sir Pomeroy had 
been overtaken by one of these fits on Ma- 
juba hill, the sudden loss of his head and of 
his ordinarily brillant faculties, which threw 
his command into disorder at the most crit- 
ical moment of the conflict, resulting in de- 
feat, being undoubtedly attributable there- 
to. Sir Pomeroy, as every one knows, met 
his death during the battle by means of a 
Boer bullet and hence was never able to fur- 
nish any explanation of his momentary aber- 
ration, accountable only tn the manner ex- 
plained by Lord Wolseley. 

— 

The latter, who is one of the most erudite 
students of military history, ancient as weil 
as modern, also addsthe not generally known 
fact that the first Napoleon was subject to 
the same occasional affliction as Gen. Sir 
Pomeroy Colley, and that his defeats at 
Leipsic and likewise at Waterloo were at- 
tributable to the fact that his mind, -prac- 
tically speaking, had stopped working 
through overwhelming drowsiness at the 
most critical moments of the respective bat- 
tles. It was this, indeed, that led to the wild 
legends about his being at times incapaci- 
tated by drunkenness. 

Many of the comrades of Admiral Sir 
George Tryon are of the.opinion that it was 
something ot the same kind which led him to 
make, while commander in chief of the Med- 
iterranean squadron, the lamentable mistake 
which caused his flagship, the Victoria, to be 
rammed and sunk off the coast of Syria, 
with more than 600 men on board, and the 
evidence coHected during the investigation 
of the loss of the ocean liner Mohegan, on the 
Manacle rocks, off the coast of Cornwall, all 
went to show that the captain, a man of 
acknowledged abstemiousness, of rare expe- 
rience, and apparently magnificent health, 
physically as weil as mentally, and the com-

PREDICTS DESPERATE FIGHT 
Committee Will Hear Cooke’s Charges 
Against Bishops.

Baltimore, Md., May 10.—[{Special.}—Gov. 
Hanly of Indiana evidently regards prohibi- 
tion, or at least local option, as the coming 
great national issue. He made the chief 
address at this afternoon's big meeting in 
Lyric hall under the auspices of the Meth- 
odist. Episcopal Church Temperance society. 

The governor compared the temperance 
movement with that of the crusade against 
slavery, saying the same effective argu- 
ment against the abolition of slavery, that 
of the property interests involved, was being 
urged in behalf of the liquor interests, He 
told of his labors to get a local option plank 
in the republican state platform of Indiana. 


Made Fight in Indiana. 

IJ told the committee which came to me 
warning me not to fight for a local option 
plank in the platform f I wanted to be a 
delegate to the national convention that they 
evidently did not know that I was more con- 
cerned in the local option plank than I was 
in being a delegate, although 1 wanted to be 
a delegate.” The plank, he said, was in- 
serted and he was made a delegate. 

Dr. P. A. Baker, national superintendent - 
of the Anti-Saloon league; Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson, president of that organization, and 
William H. Anderson, superintendent of the, 
Maryland division™who spoke before Gov. 
Hanly, were disposed to take optimistic 
views of the future because of the great 
strides made by local option in the last few 
years. But Gov. Hanly warned against this 
tendency at the outset of his address, saying: 


Predicts Hard Fight. 

* While I rejoice with you in what has been 
done, the hour of jubilee is not yet at hand. 
We have a foeman worthy of great strength, 
and it will require a desperate fight not only 
to carry on the cause to ultimate victory 
throughout the entire nation but also to hold 
what we have already gained.”’ 

There was a demonstrative greeting, for 
Mr. Anderson when he was introduced to tell 
of the work in Maryland, where he has led a 
vigorous fight for the last year. Mr. Ander- 
son. formerly lived in Chicago.

Speculative Fireworks Touched 
Off by Government Report. 


BULIS HOLD THE WHIP HAND 


Shorts Stampede for Shelter When 
Washington Issues Statement. 


Operations in last week’s wheat market 
were enlivened by a burst of speculative fire- 
works immediately following the issuance 
of the government’s May crop report. Cal- 


_ @ulating upon a bearish statement, the trade 


Was greatly surprised when the department 
of agriculture came out with a report that 
bristled with bullishness. An unexpectedly 
large decreage of winter wheat acreage and 
a sharp lose in condition sent overso}d shorts 
scampering for shelter, the result being a big 
bulge within a few minutes. 

Aside from the bullish crop report the mar- 
ket optimists were favored by many other 
influences, principally an awakening of the 
export demand, continued lightness of re- 
celpts at primary points, and strength in 
markets abroad. The diminishing reserves 
at home and in Europe have served as one of 
the principal items in the bulls’ argument. 
According to the popular method of computa- 
tion, the government's statement indicated 
a winter wheat yield of about 460,000,000 bu, 
against a harvest of about 410,000,000 bu last 
year. The condition of wheat on May 1 was 
given at 89, against 91.3 a month before. The 
trade in general had looked for a condition of 
between 91 and 98, being prompted in their 
beef by a steady and general run of fine 
crop reports from both winter and spring 
wheat territories.

Supplies on ocean passage are showing 
big decreases regularly, and the falling off 
in the visible supply is strongly pointed to 
by the believers in high prices. The public 
as yet has not taken much interest in the 
market, but commission houses believe that 
the time is not far away when the outside 
element will return to the market. 


Cash Wheat Premiums High. 

Premiums for cash wheat are soaring and 
stocks of the actual grain at leading G- 
tributing centers are far from burdensome. 
The general flour demand has been only 
moderate at best, but students of the situa- 
tien feel that an early marked improvement 
will come. Duluth reported enormous sale; 
of durum and Manitoba wheat to Europe 
and the seaboard noted some improvement 
iu the European call for red winter. Tue 
dig bulge on this side of the water served 
te check the export inquiry, but exporters 
a over the country believe that the foreiga- 
ers eventually must flock to America for 
their grain. 


Sound Tone to Corn, 

Strength was characteristic of the week 
in corn, developments in the May being of 
the sensational order.’ That month bounded 
up to Tic, the loftiest level reached since 1902.

BETTER TONE IN STOCK LIST; 
WALL STREET IS ENCOURAGED 
Outlook for Future More Favorable, Al- 


though Public Still Holds Aloof from 
Trading—Money in Abundant Supply 


[FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES’ FINANCIAL 
LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, May 10.—([Special.J]—At a 

slower pace the stock market continued last 
week the advance under way for a month 
or more. Such irregularity as the move- 
ment betrayed appeared to be due mainly 
to profit taking on the part of small specu- 
latore who had followed the operations of 
their more important brethren at à respect- 
ful distance. 
On the part of those in actual control of 
the market there seemed to be no wavering 
and no liquidation of moment was to be 
traced to this source. Participation in the 
market by the public was entirely lacking, 
and the business of Wall street commission 
houses seems in no way to have derived 
substantial advantage from the sustainéd 
and active speculation in stocks. 

Actual news developments of the week 
were not of sufficient importance to explain 
the immediate strength of prices, which is, 
of course, only another way of saying that 
the movement is still professional and based 


rather than on present conditions. Never- 
theless to many observers the market ap- 
pears to be outrunning even prospects. 


Pennsylvania Loan Has Good Effect. 

So far as the investment market proper is 
concerned, it is already bringing its reward 
to those who were courageous enough to 
form opinion months ago and stand by them. 
The success of the Pennsylvania offering 
has deen made conspicuous, of course, but 
many of the smaller bond houses in the 
financial district have succeeded in disposing 
of numerous issues of sécurities at good 
prices. The sale of the Interborough 6 per 
cent notes in such fashion as to yield a bid of 
2% per cent to members of the underwriting 
syndicate was a noteworthy event. Good 
crops seem fairly well assured, at least so 
far as they can be at this season of the year, 
and presidential perplexities are slowly dis- 
solving. * 

Evidence of improvement in the general 
trade situation comes to han@slowly. As one 
section begins to feel the touch of reviving 
demand another is running entirely out of 
orders, and the result is conflicting reports. 
Bank clearings, however, continue to show 
improvement at many inland cities and in 
others hold their own in surprising degree. 
The situation is reflected algo in the railroad 
world, where many important Unes are be- 
ginning to report smaller decreases from last 
year’s gross figures, although inequality is 
also apparent here. 


Feeling of Depression in London. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
‘LONDON, May 10.—Local markets were 
adversely affected last week both by home 
and foreign news. Indian unrest depressed 
consols and other gilt edged securities: and, 
although Mr. Asquith’s budgetary proposals 
were highly commended by such authorities 
as the editor ofthe Economist, the city gen- 
erally takes the worst possible view of gov- 
ernmental finance. Consequently, despite 
ease of the money market, the business of 
the stock exchange has been restricted and 
prices are down. The American market has 
been irregular. 


More Buoyant in Paris.

PARIS, May 10.—Good news from America 
exerted a beneficial influence last week, and 
bourse prices in all departments generally 
are higher and trading moré active than it 
has been for a long time.

TRADE IN WHOLESALE LINES. 


Retailers took advantage of a lull in the 
consumptive demand for warm weather 
fabrics, due to unseasonable weather, to re- 
plenish depleted stocks, and dry goods job- 
bers booked a satisfactory volume of orders 
the last week. The low temperatures also 
served to retard the ripening of the fresh 
fruits, and,extended the canned goods season 
several weeks, giving wholesale grocers a 
chance to liquidate burdensome stocks of old 
crop goods. Reports of crop damage to 
growing fruits in several sections were re- 
flected in more energetic ordering of goods 
for future delivery, and, on the whole, dry 
goods merchants and wholesale grocers had 
a satisfactory week, while the fact that re- 
tallers stecks are being rapidly depleted 
warrants anticipations of continued activity. 

Uncertainty as to the stability of prices 
has acted as a restrictive factor in the steel 
industry, and, although some orders were 
booked, much business which has been held 
back for months remained unplaced. De- 
moralization continued in the pig iron market 
and further concessions were made in orders 
for pig and miscellaneous fabricated shapes. 
Recently noted improvements in the lumber 
market were maintained and renewed actlv- 
ity was reported in the logging camps of the 
north, while prospects of higher prices in 
the southern “*soods were more promising.
